THE FALL OUTLOOK. 

The superstition of bad business that once 
attached to presidential years seems to have 
outlived itself, and this year, when many cir¬ 
cumstances exist to cause conservative mer¬ 
chants to regard the future with apprehension, 
the immediate business outlook is decidedly 
promising. A sifting of all reports that can 
be gathered bears witness to the prosperity of 
the country, the faith of producers, manufac¬ 
turers, and dealers throughout the land in the 
stability of present commercial activity, and 
their courage in creating and extending fur¬ 
ther new business enterprises. Although in 
some of the larger Eastern cities, particularly 
in New York, careful and experienced on¬ 
lookers predict a reaction from the prosperity 
which they regard as a “boom,” the result of 
artificial optimism and purposely-inflated 
values, commercial travellers returning to 
such cities are positive that the country at 
large is doing a great and growing business, 
is investing money and feeling “better off” 
than ever before. 

In the publishing trade the same spirit rules. 
The preparations for the coming fall exceed 
those of any former year. Last year things 
looked prosperous and our “Fall Announce¬ 
ment Number” was larger than ever before. 
This year the trade has gone even beyond the 
Jiigh standard then set. 

About one hundred publishers have re¬ 


ported close upon 2000 books which they ex¬ 
pect to publish before the close of the year. 
From a literary standpoint the books in 
preparation compare favorably with those of 
past seasons. Nothing stands out unques¬ 
tioned as the book of the year; but the stan¬ 
dard is growing higher year by year, and pub¬ 
lishers show insight and generosity in fur¬ 
nishing books bearing upon the burning ques¬ 
tions of the closing century. At first thought 
it would appear impossible to place so many 
books within so short a space of time; but 
when we consider our great and growing 
population, the insatiable thirst to know on 
all subjects and the widely-differing individu¬ 
alities of the vast army of readers, we begin 
to understand that quantity and variety as 
well as quality, must be factors in the pub¬ 
lishing of books. 

The “holiday book” seems to have a place 
again this year, and many standards and clas¬ 
sics are put into this class by their fine print¬ 
ing, binding, and special illustration. 

New poetry seems to be conspicuous by ab¬ 
sence, but it will be good news to many that 
Mr. Stedman’s “American Anthology” is 
at last ready. There will be biographies of 
Thomas Huxley, Coventry Patmore, James 
Martineau, Francis Parkman, and Henry 
George. William D. Howells has written 
“Literary Friends and Acquaintance,” a per¬ 
sonal retrospect of American authorship, and 
Prof. Barrett Wendell has an ambitious 
work on the “Literary History of America.” 
The first volume will be ready of “A General 
History of Modern Times,” edited by Lord 
Acton, to be completed in twelve volumes; 
Conan Doyle’s “History of the South African 
War” promises some hitherto withheld reve¬ 
lations; and “The History of Colonization 
from Earliest Times to the Present Day,” by 
Henry C. Morris, is said to be epoch-making. 

There are several studies of Omar Khay¬ 
yam and of his interpreter Fitzgerald; an or¬ 
iginal study of “Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” by 
Parke Godwin; a history of “The French 
Academy and Corneille,” by Leon H. Vin¬ 
cent; and some important studies of “Celtic 
Folk-Lore.” 

A very handsome book will be made of the 
“Talcs of Hans Christian Andersen,” with 
illustrations by the Danish artist Hans 
Tegner, a book undertaken with the support 
of the Danish government and dedicated to 
the Princess of Wales. Works on fine arts 
and on separate artists are many and the 11a. 
ture and outdoor books are of special interest. 

Almost all the noted novelists have new 
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books. Mrs. Humphry Ward, Israel Zang- 
will, Miss Braddon, F. Marion Crawford, 
Henry James, Marie Corelli, Anthony Hope, 
Eden Phillpotts, Jane Barlow, Benjamin 
Swift, and many more all have produced char¬ 
acteristic and on the whole very readable 
stories. 

The publishers have provided; the public 
is making money and can afford to pay a 
fair price for a good article. It remains with 
the bookseller to post himself upon the books 
announced and to choose carefully what must 
sell in his locality. 


We copy elsewhere from The Nation most 
of the interesting statements, understood to 
•have been communicated by Thorvald Sol- 
berg, of the proceedings of the recent Copy¬ 
right Congress at Paris. The Congress in its 
suggestion of an ideal law has set the high- 
water mark for protection of authors’ rights— 
except that it has not accepted the proposi¬ 
tion of some for perpetual copyright—and the 
question hereafter in copyright legislation will 
be how nearly this ideal can be reached. The 
United States is, of course, still very far be¬ 
hind in the procession, and the promoters of 
copyright here will study with interest the 
suggestions embodied in the results of the 
Paris Congress. 


It is announced that the American quota of 
45 copies of the International Catalogue of 
Scientific Literature were subscribed for with¬ 
in the period assigned, and that the prosecu¬ 
tion of this great bibliographical undertaking 
is therefore, presumably, assured. It is grati¬ 
fying that the support of the United States, 
hitherto uncertain, has been thus secured for 
the project, and there is little reason to doubt 
that the American subscriptions will be in¬ 
creased considerably above the required num¬ 
ber as the value and importance of the Inter¬ 
national Catalogue become more widely 
known. 


TPIE PARIS COPYRIGHT CONGRESS. 

The following excellent summary of the 
proceedings of the Copyright Congress held 
in Paris in July is taken from The Nation for 
September 20—omitting certain minor por¬ 
tions that do not relate specifically to the sub¬ 
ject: 

The twenty-second international congress 
of literary and artistic property was held at 
Paris from July 16 to 21, inclusive, as one of 
the series of congresses being held in that 
city in connection with the Universal Ex¬ 
position. The first of these copyright con¬ 
gresses was organized and held at Paris in 
1878, during the Exposition of that year, and 


a second reunion took place in Paris during 
the Exposition of 1889. This year’s congress 
was, therefore, the third which has been held 
in that city. In the intervening years there 
have been annual reunions in Amsterdam, 
Antwerp, Barcelona, Berne, Brussels, Dres¬ 
den, Geneva, Heidelberg, Lisbon, London, 
Madrid, Milan, Monaco, Neuchatel, Rome, 
Turin, Venice, and Vienna. 

The sessions of the Congress were not held 
at the Palais des Congres, within the Exposi¬ 
tion grounds, but at the “Hotel du Livre” of 
the Cercle de la Librairie, a noticeable struc¬ 
ture at the east end of the Boulevard Saint- 
Germain, designed by Gamier, the architect 
of the Grand Opera-house. The large hall 
used for the public sessions was a handsome 
apartment, very suitable for the purpose, while 
smaller rooms served for committee meetings, 
etc. The attendance—affected by the excep¬ 
tional heat experienced during the week of 
the Congress, and the counter attractions of¬ 
fered by the Exposition—was not large, rare¬ 
ly exceeding fifty to sixty persons at any one 
session, and varying greatly. The interna¬ 
tional official representation was not so great 
as might have been expected, eight nations 
only sending accredited delegates: Belgium, 
Paul Wauwermans; Ecuador, Pallares Ar- 
teta; France, Alexandre Chaumat, from the 
Ministry of Justice, M. Lanel, from the Min¬ 
istry of State, and MM. Desjardin, Lionel 
Laroze, and Poupinel, from the Ministry of 
Public Instruction; Mexico, Gustavo Baz, 
Sres. Contrevas and Ireneo Paz; Norway, 
Stand Lund; Russia, M. Pilenko; Spain, Sres. 
Calzado and De Huertas; the United States, 
Thorvald Solberg. In addition to these, the 
German and Swiss representation was of a 
quasi-official character, the contingent from 
Germany including, among several delegates, 
Dr. Albert Osterrieth of Berlin, who has been 
a prominent figure in previous congresses for 
several years, while from Switzerland the 
Berne International Copyright Bureau was 
represented by its highly honored director, 
M. Henri Morel, and its First and Second 
Secretaries, Prof. Ernest Rothlisberber and M. 
Leon Poinsard. England was again con¬ 
spicuous by Ihe absence of any representa¬ 
tive. Italy, though not officially represented, 
indicated her lively interest in copyright mat¬ 
ters by the strength of her delegation. Un¬ 
official representatives were also present from 
Brazil, Japan, Monaco, and Roumania. 

M. Georges Leygues, the Minister of Public 
Instruction, presided at the formal opening 
session. It was, as has been stated already, 
a working congress. Committee sessions be¬ 
gan at 8:30 o’clock, and the working-day ex¬ 
tended to four or five o’clock, with intermis¬ 
sion only for “dejeuner.” The committee 
meetings, open to such members of the Con¬ 
gress as were interested, were very informal, 
the chief workers sitting around a large oval 
table in the centre of the room, with others 
grouped about, and afforded opportunity for 
an interesting exhibition of French vivacity 
and warmth of discussion, tempered by un¬ 
failing courtesy and good humor. 

Instead of the usual long and varied pro¬ 
gramme, it was wisely planned to concen¬ 
trate the attention of the Congress more 
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especially upon one important subject for dis¬ 
cussion, viz., the text of a proposed typi¬ 
cal law for the protection of literary and 
artistic property. A paper by M. Edouard 
Mack, entitled, “Du domaine public payant,” 
dealing with the question of the rights inher¬ 
ent in literary and artistic works after the 
expiration of the statutory term of protection, 
was read; but although considerable interest 
was shown, the Congress came to no conclu¬ 
sions concerning this important subject, re¬ 
ferring the matter for further consideration 
to some future congress. The sessions of one 
day were devoted to considering the present 
status of copyright in various countries, 
papers or oral reports being submitted for 
Austria-Hungary, by Dr. Carl Junker (sum¬ 
marized by Professor Rothlisberger) ; Ger¬ 
many, by Dr. Osterrieth; Italy, by Sig. Fer- 
rucio Foa; Japan, by M. Saburo Yamada of 
Tokio: Rumania, by his Excellency T. G. 
Djuvara; Russia, by M. Pilenko; Spain, by 
Sefior de Huertas; Switzerland, by M. Leon 
Poinsard; the United States, by the Register 
of Copyrights. A brief notice of the Con¬ 
vention of Montevideo—the copyright union 
of the Latin-American countries—was sub¬ 
mitted by M. Alcide Darras of Paris. 

The special feature of the Congress, as 
previously stated, was the evolution of the 
text for a “type” law of copyright. The 
programme was admirably arranged to elim¬ 
inate from the public sessions ( seances pic- 
nitres) unnecessary debate by providing four 
preliminary, informal sessions devoted to a 
free discussion of the subject by writers, 
dramatists, composers, artists, and publish¬ 
ers, in its relation, respectively, to literary, 
dramatic,, musical, and artistic productions, 
and the adequate legal protection for each, 
followed by three general sessions in which 
each article of the proposed law was sepa¬ 
rately read, discussed, and voted upon. The 
theme was not new. In previous annual 
conferences of the Association Litteraire et 
Artistique Internationale the subject had been 
threshed over upon reports presented at Dres¬ 
den, 1895; Berne, 1896; Monaco, 1897; and 
Turin, 1898. At this last Congress the matter 
was referred to a committee of twenty-four, 
under the chairmanship of M. Pouillet. This 
body was fairly representative of the various 
interests involved, even architects and engi¬ 
neers being represented. Special recognition 
is due, in this connection, to M. Georges Mail- 
lard, the editor of Annalcs dc la Propriety 
Indnstriellc, Artistique ct Litteraire , for his 
persevering and intelligent labor, extending 
over a series of years, in collating the material 
regarding this question, and for his excellent 
presentation of it. The text submitted to the 
Congress was made up from the various 
votes and resolutions after careful compari¬ 
son. It was discussed with warm and sus¬ 
tained interest, amended in several particu¬ 
lars, and adopted by affirmative vote on each 
article. 

The principal provisions of this proposed 
model law may be summarized as follows: 
The author of a work of the intellect—with¬ 
out regard to his nationality, or the place of 
first publication of his production—has the 
exclusive right to publish or reproduce it, by 


whatever process, in whatever form, or for 
whatever purpose. This right applies to all 
manifestations of thought, written or spoken, 
including contributions to the press, dramatic, 
musical, and choregraphic productions, and all 
works of graphic and plastic art, independent 
of their merit, use, or destination. The exer¬ 
cise of this right should not be subordinated 
to the accomplishment of any formalities 
whatever. Collaborators have equal rights in 
their common work, unless there should be 
stipulations to the contrary; and in the case 
of an author dying without heirs, his part 
accrues to the benefit of the other joint au¬ 
thors or their heirs. The author’s exclusive 
right covers all reproduction, in whole or in 
part, made without his consent, as well as 
translation, representation, and public per¬ 
formance, abridgment, adaptation,, illustration, 
additions, alterations, dramatization of nov¬ 
els, or transformation of plays into novels. 
Reproduction by means of another art, rear¬ 
rangement of music, and reproduction of 
music by musical instruments, and any such 
reproduction without his consent or the con¬ 
sent of his heirs, are illegal. 

Short citations from a published work— 
with proper credit given—and reproductions 
of • Parliamentary debates and addresses de¬ 
livered at public meetings, for the purpose of 
criticism, discussion, information, or educa¬ 
tion, are permissible, and laws and judicial 
decisions are held not to be subject to copy¬ 
right. 

The author’s right of reproduction is held 
to be independent of the right of property in 
the material object, and the cession of the 
latter does not carry with it the transference 
of the right of reproduction. The cession of 
any rights appertaining to an author is to 
be restrictivelv interpreted. The term of 
copyright is the life of the author and eighty 
years after his death; in the case of joint 
authors, eighty years after the death of the 
last survivor : and for anonymous and post¬ 
humous works, eighty years from the first 
authorized publication. This acceptance of 
the principle of a statutory limitation of the 
term of protection was not acquiesced in 
without demur on the part ,of those in favor 
of the perpetuity of copyright. The period 
fixed upon is that contained in the most lib¬ 
eral modern legislation embodying a limita¬ 
tion of the term of protection, namely, that of 
Spain. 

In the case of illegal reproduction, the con¬ 
fiscation of plates and other articles pertain¬ 
ing to the infringement, and, upon unauthor¬ 
ized representation or public performance, 
seizure of the total receipts, shall be made for 
the benefit of the author or his heirs. 

The proposed law differs most widely from 
legislation now in force in its careful pro¬ 
visions for enforcing the “moral rights” of 
an author. It is held that an author has the 
right to make known his authorship and to 
seek the protection of the courts against its 
usurpation; and that ceding his right of re¬ 
production does not deprive him of the right 
to sue an infringer, or to scrutinize the re¬ 
production of his book, and to oppose all 
modifications made without his consent, or 
to oppose the public exhibition of his work 
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if changed against his will; and, after the 
author’s death, in default of a proxy pre¬ 
viously appointed by himself, his heirs have 
the power to insist that these moral rights 
shall be respected. No modifications shall be 
made in a work after the author’s death 
without notification to the public. Any tres¬ 
pass on these rights of an author, or the 
usurpation of his name, or any fraudulent 
imitation of his signature or distinctive mark 
adopted by him, shall be just cause for an ac¬ 
tion for damages, and, if wilfully made, for 
a penal suit. 

Among the miscellaneous resolutions voted 
by the Congress were several relating to the 
possible amendment of the Berne Copyright 
Convention. The changes desired are in the 
direction of international protection for archi¬ 
tectural works upon the same basis as that of 
other works of art; direct stipulation that the 
transfer of a work of art shall not involve the 
assignment of the right of reproduction; and 
the provision that the usurpation of an artist’s 
name, or any distinctive mark adopted by him, 
shall be subject to criminal-law penalties. It 
was also thought that it would be preferable 
to abrogate all special copyright treaties en¬ 
tered into before the International Copyright 
Union was formed, retaining in force only 
such provisions in the special treaties as se¬ 
cure more favorable conditions than the arti¬ 
cles of the Berne Convention; and that, as 
the coexistence of special treaties and the 
Berne Convention complicated to no purpose 
the protection in force within the Union, such 
special treaties should be discouraged and 
a definite effort be made at the next diplo¬ 
matic conference for the revision of the Berne 
Treaty, to have incorporated into its text all 
provisions in special treaties more favorable 
than the stipulations of the Berne Convention. 
But if special treaties are entered into, they 
should contain no stipulations less favorable 
than the concurrent provisions of the laws of 
the contracting countries. 

The desire was expressed by formal vote 
that the principal countries not yet within 
the Berne Union, notably Austria, Denmark, 
Hungary, the Netherlands, Rumania, Russia, 
Sweden, the United States, and the Spanish- 
American republics, be urged by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee to become members of that 
Union. It was proposed also that the Treaty 
of Montevideo be studied in comparison with 
the stipulations of the Berne Convention with 
a view to obtain the adhesion of the South 
American republics to the latter. 

There was some criticism of the provisions 
of the United States laws in force, and a 
special vote was passed expressing the hope 
that Congress would repeal all such provi¬ 
sions in the present law as debarred the 
United States from entry into the Berne 
Union 

Expressions of sympathy were voted in 
recognition of the efforts being made to amend 
and enlarge copyright protection in various 
countries—Austria-Hungary, Germany. Italy, 
Rumania, and Switzerland. Among the mis¬ 
cellaneous resolutions passed, it was held that 
photographic works should be accorded the 
same protection given to graphic and plastic 
v'orks of art; that the reproduction of press 


dispatches pure and simple be forbidden when 
it assumes the character of unfair competi¬ 
tion, and that it should be a recognized prin- 
ple that the artist has a right to demand the 
affixing of his name to his work. 

The printed bibliography of the Congress 
is unusually meagre. Besides M. G. Mail- 
lard’s “Loi-type,” and Edouard Mack’s pam¬ 
phlet on “Du domaine public payant,” there 
is a 4-page leaflet, “Sur le projet de reforme 
de la loi italienne [of copyright],” by Dr. 
Ferrucio Foa, and two bulletins of the Asso¬ 
ciation Litteraire et Artistique (3e serie, No. 
10), “Documents et Rapports,” three mono¬ 
graphs : “Du droit moral de l’auteur sur ses 
creations,” by Jules Lermina, Edouard Mack, 
G. Maillard, and A. Vaunois; “De la protec¬ 
tion des oeuvres de l’art applique,” by E. 
Soleau; “De la protection des oeuvres scien- 
tifiques,” by G. L. Pesce; (3e serie, No. n), 
containing a useful summary and index of re¬ 
ports of the Association from December, 1878, 
to July, 1900, by M. Lermina, Secretary, a 
preface by President Pouillet, the statutes and 
by-laws, and a list of the members. 

The next Congress will meet at St. Peters¬ 
burg in 1901. 


HARPER & BROTHERS INCORPOR¬ 
ATED. 

Harper & Brothers was incorporated at 
Albany, N. Y., September 21, to carry on,the 
business of that concern in New York City. 
The capital of the reorganized company is 
$2,000,000 and the directors are: George B. 
M. Harvey, Alexander E. Orr, William M. 
Laffan, Frederick T. Leigh, William A. Nash, 
J. Henry Harper, Arthur D. Chandler, Fred¬ 
erick A. Duneka of New York City, and Clar¬ 
ence W. Mcllvaine of London, England. 

The plan of reorganization contemplates the 
issuing of $1,500,000 first mortgage 5 per cent. 
100-year gold bonds, to be delivered as fol¬ 
lows: $1,250,000 to J. P. Morgan & Co., as 
security for loan of $850,000; to secure Man¬ 
hattan Company debt, $25,000; to secure A. J. 
Smith & Co.’s debt, $47,500; to present hold¬ 
ers of fifteen bonds, $7500, and $170,000 to be 
reserved in the treasury for providing working 
capital and providing reorganization expenses. 

An issue of $2,000,000 fifty-year-income 
bonds, with voting power, is provided for, to 
be delivered to general creditors at par, the 
excess to remain in the treasury. These bonds 
will be entitled during the first two years to 
interest, if earned, at the rate of not exceed¬ 
ing 1 per cent., and after that period at the 
rate of 2 per cent, until the Morgan indebted¬ 
ness and all other indebtedness secured by 
pledge of first mortgage bonds as collateral 
shall have been fully paid or otherwise pro¬ 
vided for, and thereafter the bonds shall bear 
5 per cent, interest, if earned. After the in¬ 
debtedness secured by the mortgage bonds is 
paid, if the net earnings of the company ex¬ 
ceed the amount of interest payable on the in¬ 
come bonds, the surplus is to be applied to the 
payment of dividends upon the stock. 

The common stock is to be issued to present 
shareholders, and in consideration of the con¬ 
tract with George B. M. Harvey to render 
services during five years as President of the 
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company. The common stock will be voted 
by a voting trust, comprising J. P. Morgan, 
Alexander £. Orr and George B. M. Harvey 
as trustees. The $47,000 royalties due au¬ 
thors when the receiver was appointed is to 
be paid by the reorganized company in full. 
Arrangement is to be made with J. P. Morgan 
& Co. to postpone for five years the date for 
payment of the principal of their loan, all the 
net earnings over the interest on income bonds 
to be applied on account of that loan until it 
shall have been paid in full. The reorganized 
company is to give its obligations to the Man¬ 
hattan Company for $25,000 and to A. J. 
Smith & Co. for $47,500, bearing interest at 
6 per cent., payable in five years, secured by 
pledge of mortgage bonds, both companies 
accepting income bonds at par for the re¬ 
mainder of their present indebtedness.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Howard Graham, a song writer, died in 
New York September 21. Mr. Graham was 
born in England about thirty-six years ago 
and lived in this country since 1875. He was 
the author of more than seventy-five published 
songs, among which were “Why Did We 
Need to Part?” and “I’ll Cling to You by 
Night and Day.” A recent success which 
was just beginning to bring in money to the 
writer was “Harvest Days Are Over, Jessie, 
Dear.” 

Dr. Alfred Stille who was for nearly 
twenty years Professor of Theory and Prac¬ 
tice of Medicine in the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania died in Philadelphia, September 24. 
Dr. Stille was born in Philadelphia October 
30, 1813, and was educated at the University 
in which he subsequently spent so many years 
as instructor. Among the better known of 
Dr. Stifle's numerous published writings are 
the following works: “Elements of General 
Pathologv,” “The Unity of Medicine,” “Hum¬ 
boldt’s Life and Character,” “War as an Ele¬ 
ment of Civilization,” “Othello and Desde- 
mona,” “The National Dispensatory,” (with 
Tohn M. Maish), “Therapeutics and Materia 
Medica,” “Epidemic Meningitis,” and Epi¬ 
demic or Malignant Cholera.”

Peter Stirling,” “Janice Meredith,” etc., mar¬ 
ried Miss Grace Kidder of Brooldyn, N. Y., 
September 18. 

Justin McCarthy, the novelist and his¬ 
torian, who has been Member of Parliament 
for North Longford since 1892, and who was 
formerly Chairman of the Irish Parliamentary 
Party, announces his retirement from Parlia¬ 
mentary life on account of failing health. 

F. Marion Crawford will not come to 
America to oversee the dramatized version of 
“In the Palace of the King.” He will remain 
in Sorrento where he is completing his his¬ 
torical work entitled “The Rulers of the 
South,” meaning Southern Italy and Sicily.

Three new books for young people 
are also ready: “Squirrels and Other Fur 
Bearers,” by John Burroughs, with colored il¬ 
lustrations; “In the Hands of the Red Coats,” 
a story of the Revolution, by Everett T. Tom¬ 
linson; and “Fortune’s Boats,” by Barbara 
Yechton.

“The Duke of Stockbridge,” a romance of 
Shay’s rebellion, by Edward Bellamy, which 
originally appeared in a country newspaper 
in 1878 just before the succcess of “Looking 
Backward” made him famous. The story 
will have an introduction by Francis Bellamy, 
who makes the statement that when Edward 
Bellamy “undertook to write a romance of 
his native Berkshire Hills he chose, not un¬ 
naturally, the episode of the revolt of the 
debtor farmers against their harsh creditors 
in 1786 and the oppressive State Govern¬ 
ment.”

I P is a sad fact that many American children—and grown people, too — who are 
fairly intimate with lions and elephants could not tell a woodchuck from a chip¬ 
munk. For these as well as for more favored persons Mr. Burroughs has gathered 
most of his scattered notes on our smaller mammals, — the squirrels, the chipmunk, 
the woodchuck, the rabbit, the muskrat, the skunk, the fox, the weasel, the mink, the 
raccoon, the porcupine, the possum, the wild mice, —and has added to them much in¬ 
teresting new matter. The book is by no means a formal natural history. It is rather 
a series of reminiscences of certain acquaintances of the author’s among the beasts of 
the field. It gives more or less complete life histories of the various animals, how¬ 
ever, and many interesting facts about the lives of these little-known neighbors of ours 
are brought out. All is presented in Mr. Burroughs’s own charming style and withal 
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so simply that children will read it with pleasure. The reproduction of some of Au¬ 
dubon’s colored plates of small mammals adds to the interest and value of the book.

T HE story of Theodore Parker’s life, told by Mr. Chadwick, cannot fail to be of 
uncommon interest. Parker was a conspicuous figure while he lived, and the 
forty years which have passed since he died and which have buried so many reputa¬ 
tions once eminent have served rather to relieve Parker’s memory from unjust esti¬ 
mates and to reveal him to the world as one of the great religious leaders of America. 
While living he was regarded by many as a dangerous heretic; now he is gladly recog¬ 
nized as one whose heresies anticipated much of the more liberal orthodoxy of our time, 
one who was a robust believer in the great essentials of religion, a powerful preacher 
of personal and social righteousness, a stout reformer, and a man of great nobility of 
mind and heart.

T HIS is a new departure among bird books. Mrs. Eckstorm has taken up a single 
group of birds — a family of marked individuality, the several species of which 
are for the most part easily observed and identified, a family which is represented 
in all parts of our country, — and she has given a lively yet accurate and orderly ac¬ 
count of this family, treating somewhat exhaustively of five of the commonest species, 
and less fully of the others. There are also several chapters on the habits of wood¬ 
peckers in general and on their structural peculiarities. Their four tools of trade — 
bill, foot, tail, and tongue — are accorded special attention, and their interrelation of 
structure and habits is interestingly discussed. We are wont to think of the wood¬ 
pecker as a carpenter, but Mrs. Eckstorm proves quite conclusively that he is really 
a miner ; for in spite of the fact ‘that he works in wood, it is with the miner’s tools and 
in the miner’s way. Though the book contains much interesting information, the 
author’s chief aim has been rather to stimulate observation and study, and she has 
presented her subject in a manner admirably fitted to attain these ends. The volume 
will be attractively illustrated.

After a course of this heroic treatment he 
meets a school-teacher, who is a very nice girl, and the result is altogether auspicious.

P ROBABLY no American is so well qualified to write a diplomatic history of the 
United States as the Hon. John W. Foster, Ex-Secretary of State, lie has had 
a longer connection with the American diplomatic service than any other member of 
it, with the exception of John Quincy Adams ; and his service exceeds that of the older 
diplomat in variety. He has served as United States Minister in Mexico, Russia, 
Spain, Germany, China, and Japan, the British West Indies, and San Domingo, and 
has been a member of the most important high commissions sitting in this country for 
many years. He has embodied his reminiscences and observations in “ A Century of 
American Diplomacy.” The work is a Brief Review of the Foreign Relations of the 
United States, 1776-1896. The survey is enlivened by personal sketches, and shows 
with clearness the consistent policy adopted by the United States in its dealings with 
European nations. The book is written with discrimination, but its purpose is avow¬ 
edly to inform the average reader rather than to serve merely as a repository of facts 
for the critical student. It is therefore written in a popular style and ought to find a 
large audience.

He attaches himself to a young man who is full of the unspent 
joy of life, and these two seek social pleasures, dances, masks, and the gay gatherings 
of the city; they try country games and gayeties, the beauties of Art and Nature,— 
the splendid entertainments of the old Roman magnificence. These do not satisfy, 
but there is yet another city in which there is a great need, an opportunity for service. 
This represents Duty, and here the hero finds a Refuge. The story is told with the 
charm of style characteristic of Mr. Fuller, and promises to be one of the most note¬ 
worthy novels of the season.

Much 
of this interest is directed toward a group of problems that suggest unusual and abnor¬ 
mal or even totally novel forms of mental processes, different from those of our every¬ 
day experience. While this book is not wholly devoted to this field of inquiry, it is a 
prominent intention of these essays to oppose current misconceptions of the evidence 
and arguments for supernormal forms of mental activity ; to present these phenomena 
in their true relations to a scientific Psychology; to portray the extravagant notions 
which have grown up on the basis of ignorant, mystic, and exaggerated conceptions of 
the nature of mental action ; to emphasize the necessity of a sound and searching logic 
in the interpretation of the data of this irregular domain ; to analyze the various 
sources of error to which observation and record are liable in the presence of such 
indefinite material; to point out the nature of the mental prepossessions, which distort 
the evidence and invalidate the reliability of observer and record ; and to contribute 
towards a rational and intelligible interpretation of the phenomena which in such vari¬ 
ous ways have been regarded as evidence of the transcendental or the supernormal.

The im¬ 
pulse to read good books that has grown out of the work of the Society in Philadel¬ 
phia seemed to demand the suggestions that it was the purpose of these lectures to 
offer to those who desire to read wisely.” 

The lectures treat of Poetry, History, Fiction, Economics, Biography, Essays, and 
Criticism ; and the names of the lecturers are ample guaranty of the ability and prac¬ 
tical value of the volume. Bibliographical Notes increase its usefulness, and Dr. Van 
Dyke’s Introduction gives it additional attraction.

party which he engineered, and which included among others Emerson, Agassiz, Judge 
Hoar, Lowell, and John Holmes ; his terms of service as United States Consul at 
Rome and in Crete; his experiences in Herzegovina, Montenegro, and Greece while 
correspondent of the London Times , and later in Rome. Mr. Stillman writes with 
great frankness and with kindliness of judgment, and his autobiography will form two 
of the most interesting volumes in its attractive department of literature for the coming 
season.

T HE object of this book is to secure better results in the teaching of English, 
so that young men and women may write English accurately and clearly. At 
the Washington meeting of the National Educational Association in 1898, Mr. Webster 
presented a paper which was virtually endorsed by the Secondary Department of the 
Association at the Los Angeles meeting in 1899. 

English : Composition and Literature is a development of the ideas presented in 
this paper. With the belief that our fathers and grandfathers wrote well because they 
read well, Mi. Webster has made a course of study which provides for the study of 
literature and composition side by side for the entire course. His plan calls for the 
reading of specified simple and interesting literary masterpieces three hours a week, 
for the wi iting of compositions one hour a week, and for the discussion of the princi¬ 
ples of correct writing one hour a week. Following each chapter are valuable ques¬ 
tions and exercises such as only an experienced teacher and a thorough student of lit¬ 
erature could propose. 

It is believed that Mr. Webster’s book will prove a valuable, practical, and scholarly 
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contribution to the solution of the vexed question, How may our young men and 
young women be taught to express such thoughts as they have in simple, clear, and 
forcible English ?
